Along with the other destruction, the Miss- 
issippi flood seems to have demolished the no- 


tion that levees ean be depended upon to keep | 


the Father of Waters within bounds when a 
season of unusual rainfall occurs in the vast 
area that is drained by its tributary streams. 
Planting forests on waste land is likely to 
hecome a popular policy all through the een- 
tral states, as one means of slowing-up drain- 
age and regulating stream flow to the capa- 
city of the river channels. 

A movement of that kind is bound to 
stimulate ,corresponding interest in the sub- 
jeet in Canada, particularly in those parts of 
it where fertile farming land is not yet sown 
because the rivers could not carry away the 
volume of water that poued into them. Farm- 
ers in a considerable section of Manitoba must 
be wishing now that there had been wooded 
areas somewhere up stream to soak up the ex- 
cess moisture and hold it back until mid-sum- 
mer. 


Interference Not Tolerated. 
The Dominion Government acted in keep- 


ing with the respect it is entitled to demand | 


from foreign governments in telling the So- 
viet trade commissioners to pack up and go 
home. Less than that it could not do, after the 
London exposures. without giving other coun- 
tries to. suppose that they could treat Cana- 
dian hospitality to their trade or diplomatic 
representatives as leave and license to meddle 
in the political affairs of the Dominion, if, 
when and how they pleased. 


That is one point on which Canada must | 


lay down the law plainly, at a time when it is 
commencing to exercise more freely its power 
to deal directly with foreign states. The dis- 
missal of the Soviet agents will give the world 
to understand that trade agents and diplomats 
sent to Canada must conform strictly with the 
established usages and also keep within the 
provisions of any special covenants made by 
the governments they come to represent. 

Canada was not bound in law to oust the 
Soviet trade commissioners because the Goy- 
ernment of Great Britain is running the agents 
of that power out of Britain. Canada was 
bound. in deference to itself and in the inter- 
ests of future harmony, to oust the representa 
tives in Canada of the propaganda campaign 
that has been unearthed at London. Political 
boot-legging does not ‘‘go’’ in Canada, Out- 
siders please note.
